Chris  had  given  Lee  Roe  CSNS’s  parameters  for  a  numismatist  award  of  the  year  Lee 
has  looked  these  over  and  there  was  much  discussion  as  to  how  we  should  proceed 
Tom  Robertson  suggested  that  we  should  seek  nominations  from  IN  A  members  and 
then  this  could  be  voted  on  in  the  general  election.  There  was  a  general  conseasus 
that  this  would  be  a  good  way  to  handle  this.  We  would  probably  need  to  ask  for 
nominatioas  about  a  year  in  advance.  The  board  would  then  narrow  the  nominatioas 
down  to  3  people.  If  any  board  members  were  nominated,  they  would  not  be  allowed 
to  vote  during  this  process.  Certain  critcna  was  set  up  for  the  nominations.  The 
person  would  liave  to  be  an  INA  member  for  at  least  3  years,  they  must  be  a  living 
member  and  a  member  in  good  standing.  The  aw-ard  would  be  a  plaque  that  could  be 
made  uniquely  different  for  each  award.  This  award  could  only  be  received  no  more 
than  once  in  every  1 0  years.  The  nominations  would  be  sent  to  Bev  .  This  would  be 
called  the  INA  Outstanding  Numismatist  Award. 

The  INA  show'  for  2006  will  not  be  in  Dubuque.  Chris  said  Dcs  Monies  would  be  able 
to  do  the  show.  Sam  Ashton  made  a  motion  that  the  show'  be  in  Des  Moines,  Dale  Dye 
seconded  and  the  motion  was  passed.

Junior  Members 

Any  person  between  the  ages  of  0  and  1 8  years  old  and  sponsored  by  a  senior 
member  may  be  considered  for  junior  membership.  Junior  members  may  not  hold 
office,  but  may  vote  for  elective  officers.  Dues  to  be  S2.00  per  year. 

Officers 

Officers  are  elected  every  two  years  by  membership  vote,  by  mail  ballot,  and  take 
office  at  the  annual  convention  following  the  election.  Officers  consist  of  16  mem¬ 
bers,  including  the  President,  the  First  and  Second  Vice  Presidents,  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  the  immediate  Past-President,  and  1 1  Directors.
